Section 6 of chapter 158 of the general
laws of 1867, entitled “an act to regulate insurance
companies, organized under law enacted by the legis
lature of the state of Wisconsin,” is hereby amended
so as to read as follows: Section 6. The payment of
the sum provided in the fifth section of this act shall
be in lieu of all taxes for any purpose authorized by
the laws of this state, except taxes upon real estate,
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and the receipt of the state treasurer in the possession
of the officers of any insurance company, shall operate
as a license to such company to transact the businesa
of insurance until the last day ot January next suc-
ceeding the payment of thé sum named in such
receipt.
